Why Tliose of Nevada and Utah arc Not 


Profitable. 


The Mining and Scientific Press says 


there is not much chance for the sul- 
phur mines of California State, Nevada 
and Utah to prove very profitable in 
view of the imports from Japan and 
S'cily. 
The Sicilian producers have 


been having hard times lately owing to 
low prices, over production and compe- 
tition. Three-fourths of the proprie- 
tors of "the sulphur mines of Sicily 
lately met and resolved to establish a 
general syndicate to control the out' 
put and sale of the material. 
The 


United States is the largest consumer 
of Sicilian sulphur, taking about 100, 
000 tons a year. San Francisco uses 
no more of it, our supply coming from 
Japan, This amounts to about 8,00( 
tons a year. The only sulphur de 
posits now being worked in this coun 
try are in Louisiana and Utah. Th 
Cove Creek sulphur beds in Beaver 
county, Utah, preduced about 1,20C 
;ons of sulphur in 1891, but new ma. 
chinery has been put in and its outpu 
will be increased. 
Mining is being 


carried on by open cuts from 18 to 20 
feet deep. The sulphur is extracted 
from the ore by steam heating in an 
air-tight retort, It is then molded into 
rolls or blocks convenient for shipping, 
or ground at the mill for making sheep 
dip and other preparations. 
Works of 


this kind were formerly in operation 
at the sulphur banks in this State, but 
there is no profit in the business in 
view of the cheap supplies from Japan.

Mr. Homer Wilson'of Mason valley 


paid the Lyon county Times a visit last 
week and furnished that paper with the 
following interesting information re- 
lative to the new industry he has es- 
tablished there. ,Mr. Wilson is feeding 
about 500 head of hogs in Mason valley 
at the Peterson ranch at the present 
time. These hogs are fed from the offal 
obtained at the creamery near the 
ranch, the offal consists of buttermilk, 
skim milk, etc. He has also a feeding 
place for his hogs in Carson valley. 
Hogs fatted from the refuse of the 
creamery are said to make most ex- 
cellent pork. Mr. Wilson shipped some 
of the hogs to Polly & Heilborn, of San 
Francisco, an'd in a letter from that 
flrm last week it was stated that the 
pork from these hogs was the best they 
had ever received. 


The Peterson ranch leased by Mr. 


Wilson, has been divided into lots con- 
taining twenty acres each on which he 
is pasturing his hogs. He shipped two 
carloads of hogs from Mason valley and 
one car from Carson valley this week, 
consigned to Poly & Heilbron, San 
Francisco. 
After he has completed his 


arrangements for the proper care and 
feeding of his hogs he proposes to erect 


pork packing establishment at Reno, 


He deems this necessary in order to ob- 
aiu the hogs shipped from Honey Lake 
'alley and the country surrounding it, 
and which are now shipped directly to 
San Francisco from these places. We 
need a few more men with the energy 
of Mr. Wilson in Lyou county.
